The past week, after the 
holidays, did not witness as rapid an 
advance of business as was expecied. 
The attendance was slim, and no doubt 
important business was held back in 


consequence. 

A vote was taken on the third read- 
ing of the bill to iscorporate the na- 
tional Transit Co., empowered to build 
a double track railway between To- 
ronto and Collingwood. Although a 
private bill it was treated very much 
as a party question. Campbell, ex- 
member for Kent, wko was defeated in 
West York at last election by Wal- 
lace, was promoting the bill. This 
made it objectionable to Wallace and 
his friends. As the idea of the bill 
was most popular in Toronto they dar- 
ed rot oppose it om its merits, and so 
were compelled to raise side issues. The 
wote was taken oy an amendment by 
Clarke, of West Toronto, that in case 
of purchase of the road by the govern- 
ment the amount of tonuses granted 
should be deducted from the valuation. 
While the general principle of the 
amendment was acceptable to both 
tiles cf the house it was objected that 
this bill should not be singled out for 
its application, garticularily when the 
very purpose oi tte roid was not ibe 
direct profit of the company, so much 
as tbe indirect advantage ‘io the gen- 
eral interests expected Lo result from 
the cheapening of transport over that 
route. She amendment was defeated 
on an almost straight party vote, 
Smith, independent, of Nanaimo, being 
the enly member on the |iberal side 
whe voted for the amentiment, 

The principal interest of the week 
centred in tne railway committe, 
where the applicativa for a charter for 
a railway irom Fernie to thy Uniied 
States boundary came up for coasid- 
eraiion. There appeared to be a very 
wide divergence betweea ministers 
Dlair and Tarte o” this bill. The min- 
ister of public works showed his ap- 
position from ‘art to finish of the pro- 
ceedings of the committee, while the 
miuister of railways showed himself 
as plainly to be ini favor! of the bill, 
Hon. Mr. Sifton was also present, but 
éil not declare himself. The bill was 
stcolover, until Lharsiay of this week, 
when its fate will be decided. The 
Fcrnie coal! mines are situated on the 
west side of the summit of the Rockies 
on the Crow’s Nest Vass railway. These 
mines depend for the sale of a large 
part of their output oa the demand 
of the smelters 1a western Montana, 
both east and west of the mai range 
of the Rockies. These smelters are 
now. reached by railway connections 
both east and west provided by che 
©. P. R. The application™ being made 
to parliament is for power. tof build a 
railway to connect by the most direct 
route southerly aloag the east or Up- 
per Kootenay valley to the Great 
Northern lines at Jennings, about fif- 
ty miles south of the international) 
boundary. ‘The purpose is to secure 
competing railway rates between ihe 
mines and the United States smelters 
so that the mines may be better able 
te compete for the trade of those smel- 
ters and the output and profits there- 
by be imcreassd. The application) for 
ihe Crow’s Nest railway charter is 
rot made by the Crow's Nest Coal 
Company, as sucb hut is made prac- 
iically by the same individuals organ- 
ized as a railway company. The prin- 
cipal pa~*ies in ihe Coal Company and 
in the railway as well are Senator 
Cox, of the Bank of Commerce, Robert 
Jaffray, of the Globe, and Elias Roz- 
ers, the great coal dealer, all of Toron- 
to, J. J. Hill, of thy Great Northern, 
has recerilvy purchased thirty per cent 
of the Coal Company... The company 
will build the railway without any 
bonus, asd inasmuch as its consirucy 
tion wil] by introducing competing rail- 
way rates tend ‘o increase the output 
of coal at Fern’e ard so increase the 
employment of labor and consumption 
of farm products by the greater num- 
ber of miners emploved, the proiucing 
regiens of Manitova and the Territor- 
ies, huve a very direct interest in the 
construciion of the proposed road. 

The opposition to its construction na- 
turally comes from the C. P. R. who 
naturally now as always, object jo 
competition. Finding, however, that 
the argument against railway com- 
petition was no~ .ikely to be successful 
they have ostensibly withdrawn from 
the fight and have set up the neces- 
sity of safe-guarding the smelting in- 
terests of British Columbia as the res- 
son for refusing a competing outlet 
for the Crow’s Nest Coal. The argu- 
ment is that as the Hil’ iaferests large- 
ly control the smel*:ng' as well as the 
railway interests of Montana, if Hitl 
is given more convenient railway to~ 
cess to the Crow’s Nest coal area in 
which he has, as already mentione:l, 
secured a partial interest, he might 
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of the coal area, td the advantage of 
his smelters in the United States ani 
to the detriment of the smelterq in 
British Columbia. Ihe argument does 
not show, if he acquires coztrol of the 
Coal Company's portion of the coal 
area, as he may, if he will pay enough 
money, how he is to be prevented from 
making a difference iv the price charg- 
ed for coke and coal betwee United 
States and Canadian smelters, whet- 
ner he has a ra way of his own to the 
mines or not. Nor does it show why 
be as owner of the coal mines should 
not wish to sell all the coal he could 
to whoever would buy. If there is 
danger of cornering the supply of cok- 
ing coal, that danger is not avoided, or 
decreased bv refusing competing rail- 
way rates for the outpui. Indeed it 
would seem on a close scrutioy, that 
it is anything but a desire for the wel+ 
fare of the smeiting industry of British 
Columbia tha* prompts the opposition 
to a competing railway. The success 
of the swralting iv dustry depends chief- 
ly upon the cost of fuel laid down at 
the smelter. And the railroad haul is 
a large part of the cost of the fuel. 
With absolute control of all railways 
between the mines aud smelters in 
British Columbia, the C. P. R. can dic- 
tate the railway rates, and keep them 
at te point of whatever tbe traffic 
will bear. With a direct and actively 
competing line bet ween the United Sta- 
tes smelters, if it were developed that 
the Great Northerr was hauling coke 
more cheaply between Fernie and 
Butte, Montancz, than the C. P. R. was 
charging for hauling for like distance 
between say Fernie ard Greenwood, 3. 
C., there would be a case forthwith 
for the government to exercise i‘s con-) 
trol of rates over the Crow’s Nest Pass 
railway and to compel a reductioaf of 
coke rates in favor of the Greenwoud 
smelter and the mining interests of 
British Columbia generally against the 
Cc. P. R. This is the point which 
arouses the bitter hostility of ‘the, ¢. 
P. R. to the Crow’s Nest railway. Not 
a desire to protect the smelting in- 
dustry of B. C., but to bleed that in- 
dustry at will 
Hon. Mr. Blair explained that the de- 
sire of the government was ta permit 
expansion of the coal trade with\ the 
United States and at the same time en- 
sure the protection of B. C., smelting 
interests, The coal company was will- 
ing to agree to reasonable restrictions 
as to supply of coai to B. C. smelters, 
but so far the government had not 
agreed as to the form of guarantee 
required. The bill stood over until 
Thursday to permit a definite ugree- 
ment being entered into between the 
government and the coal company that 
would protect all interests,

IMMIGRATION. 

The last report of the department 
of interior coatains some interesting 
facts regarding settlement of the 
Northwest. Never has ‘the flow of 
immigration been so Steady, strong 
and healthy as during the last two 
years. The year 1882, Manitoba 
boom days, was tbe banner year in 
the history of the Northwest for 
homestead entries, the number reach- 
ing 7,483, but of these 47 per cent 
were cancelled when the boom burst. 
In 1899, 6,689 applications were made, 
and only 8 per cent. of them were 
cancelled. During the first six months 
of 1900 the number of applications was 
4,182, of which only, 1 per cent. were 
cancelled. The figures for the first six 
months of last year are specially in- 
teresting, as showing the more recent 
trend of immigration into Canada. Of 
the 4,132 homestead entries made dur- 
ing that half year, 1,480 were by Cana- 
dians from the several provinces, and 
108 were by Canadians who have; re- 
turned from the United States, On- 
tario sends put by far the greater share 
of the homesteaders, namely, 1,018, 
Manitoba, 236, leaving very few for the 
rest of the Dominion. The three Mari- 
time provinces enly furnisbed 51 appli- 
cants, which indicates a great indis- 
position oa the part of the people of 
that part of Canada to take up farms 
in ihe Northwest. The Urited States 
furnished 833 applicants, the United 
Kingdom taking the next placa with 
#95, and Austro-Hungary coming next 
with 481, _ Germany has the next 
place, but it falls a long Way behind 
the others. Of the United States, Da- 
kota furnishes us witb the most home- 
steaders, with Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Michigan and Iowa following in thai 
order. None of the Southern States 
1s represented in the list. The depart- 
ment says that “there is no doubt, ac- 
cording to present indications, that 
this current of immigration, will keep 
on tncreasing, and we may therefore 
Jook forward confidently in future to 
a fair share of the best class of farmers 
from the Western States, who may 
decide upou leaving their present hold- 
ings in order to better their social con- 
dition by setiling elsewhere.

ALL-BRITISH PACIFIC CABLE. 
The ali-British cable will be con- 


siructed and laid over a total distance 
of 7,986 nautical miles. The undertak- 
ing is a very big one for the contrac- 
tors and not without serious risks, is 
the lengths of submerged cable ‘will ba 
laid over greater distances and ai 
greater depihs of ocean than over be- 
fore attempted. Moreover, the cable 
will skirt a sea region in which carta- 
quakes are frequent still, and very 
violent.

CLAIMS AGAINST CHINA. 

Washington, April 13.--According to 
information received bere, the British 
claim against China was regarded as 
reasonable im amount, as compared 
with other claims. in fact, the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan repre- 
sent in these negotiations the .moder- 
ate element, whose desire was io pre- 
vent the imposition of charges that 
would destroy the Chinese government 
and result in the division of the empire. 
None of the claims exceeded $100,000,- 
000, and even the largest was some: 
thing less than this amount. This was 
the Russian claim, which was fixed at 
$90,000,000. As already stated, the 
claim of the United States is $25,000,- 
000, and if the remaining powers were 
to be allewed a proportionate share, 
the aggregate would have been beyoad 
China’s ability to pay, which has been 
tentatively estimated at $300,000,009. 
Nothing has yet been determined re- 
specting the metho’ of raising the 
indemnity fund. The indemnities for 
war expenses, exclusive of the claims 
of private individuals and missions are 
as follows: Russia, $90,000,000; France, 
$65,006,000:, Germany, $60,000,009; Ua- 
ited States, $25,000,000; Great Britain, 
$22,500,000.

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I IDIAN EELD } XPERIMED TAT 
FARM REPORT 


The following is a summary of che 
report for 1900 of Angus McKay, 
superintendent of the experimental 
farm at Indian Head. The winter and 
spring weather was everyching that 
could be desired by the farmer, but 
on May &th dry windy weather, ac- 
companied with excessive beat, set ia 
and continued until Jaly 4th, which 
dii a great deal of damage to the 
crops throughout Assiniboia. During 
June a few loca] showers fell waica, 
however, were of little value ahd the 
heavy rains which set inj on July 4th 
came too late for most of the crop. Ia 
Sasektchewan and Alberta the June 
rains were abundant ani crops of ‘all 
kinds made excolleat progress and the 
yield wonli have bees exceptionally 
large had it mot been for the heavy 
rains and snow Ssturmts during jiarvest. 
In Assiniboia atSo much damage was 
done to crops by wet weather dur- 
ing harvest. 


On the experimental farm the crops 
suifered severely from winds and dry 
weather and th» season's operatioas 
were not, therefore, very satisfactory. 
Nearly two-thirds of the oats and peas 
and atl the barley plois were killed by 
winds, the hay crop was a complete 
fai'ure, potatoes and corn were ihe 
best ever grown, turvips and mangels 
were a fair crop, the smaij fruits were 
killed by the heat, but the Siberian 
crab and the seediing native! and im- 
proved varieties of plums produced a 
very satisfactory crop of fruit, 

Forty-nine varieties of spring wheat 
were sown but or account of the un- 
favorable weather conditions the re- 
sult cannot be taken as indicating the 
relative productiveness of the different 
kinds, although snowing what kinds 
can best stand hot winds and drought. 
Red iife yielded 30 bushels, Stanley 28 
bushels, Dion’s 25 bushels; Beaudry 
also yieldei 25 bushels, but “it was 
touched with frost, Huron, Dufferin, 
and Goose yielded 2 bushels per acre. 
but. many of the other kinds were tco 
Jate ic ripening and were frozen. Red 
Fife wheat was sown oa koth brome 
and native sod; that on the brome 
sod appearel to stand the drough: 
much better and produced a consider- 
ably larger crop. Speitz wheat ma- 
tured in 149 days, yielding 22 bushels 
per acre, the measured bushel weigh- 
ing 43 1-2 Ibs. 

Fifty-nine varieties of oats weie 
sown but these were a!l completely de- 
stroyed by winds and dry weather and 
had to be resown, which put them so 
far back that only a few of them nad 
ripened when the frost came, on Sept. 
13th. 

Filiy-seven varieties of pease were 
sown but only sixteen varieties  es- 
caped cestruction by winds and dry 
weather, Peari yicidei 33 bushels per 


acre, Privce and Perth 32 bushels, 
Prussian Biuc, 28 bushels, Elder 27 
Lushels, 


Thirty-one varielies of Indian corn 
Those protected by a 
hedge proiuced a very satisfactory 
croy but the remainder were repeated- 
jy swept by winds and injured to such 
an extent that tho late rains did. no 
good.

The foliowigg advice is given! ce- 
a and cultivation of 
brome grass. This grass should noi 
be sown with a grain the 
greia takes too much mvisture frou 
the young grass plants. It is advisabic 
to sow the seed on land that dogs aot 
biow, Summer fallowing would be che 
best preparation but on account: of its 
liabijity to drift it 1s not safe ia many 
parts to use this kind of iand. Stubble 
land ploughed three or four inches 
deep in April or May and well har- 
rowed after the seed is sown is found 
to be quite safe from winds as the 
stubble harrowed to the top prevents 
ali drifting. Ten or twelve pounds of 
seal are required per acre More seed 
wil! give a better crop tie first year 
but less afterwards as the roots thick- 
en up each yeur. Unless specially con- 
structed seeders can be obtained, the 


crop as 


seed shouli be sown by hand on a 
calm dag. Weeds are sure to make 
great headway whi-e the plants are 


young and to prevent these from seed- 
ing a mower should bo run over ihe 
ficid cutting just above the grass 
plants. If this has to be repeated 1t 
will be necessary to cut the tops otf 
ihe grass, but this wi.l not injure the 
plants. 

The root crop was 2 poor one. Tar- 
rips and mangels, while soual aud 
good, were small, sugar beeis were 
small and carrots an entire failuce. 
Vight-two varieties of potatoss were 
planted oa a low, damp plot of sum- 
mer fallow which proved the most 
satisfactory ever grown 03 ibd farm. 
Rochester Rose gave the largest yiels, 
442 bushgis per acn, followed ‘is 
American Wonder, American Giant, 
Empire State, Seattle, Beauty, of Heb- 
ron, etc. 

Vegetable: were a very short crop. 
Cabbages dil fairly well, but on ac- 
count of too rapid growth curing 
August almost all the varieties split 
avd were more or less spoiled. Celery 
grew tery lange but the stocks rust- 
ed badly. Cauliflower did well whi'e 
ovions were a v-ry ligbt crop. Mel- 
ons and ciltrens were «a compl+te fail- 
ure, but squash and marrews cid well. 
Radish and lettuce were a complete 
failure till after the rains commenced. 

On the whole trees ant: shrubs 
made satisfactury progress, though 
only about balf tbe usual growth wis 
attained. Smali fruits gave excep- 
jispally good promise but resulted in 
an entire failure, the hot winds te- 
siroying the blossoms or cooking the 
young fruit. Two seedings of Arctic 
a a laniod in 1899, did 
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not wir terckili, and made fair growth 
during the season. Orab apple trees 
cam: through the winter ia excellent 
condition and the frait was the finest 
so far produced on the’farm. The 
wild forms of Siberian crab do sot 
produce themselves from seed ‘wruly, 
but vany very much in ihe size and 
quality of their fruit. Theig. ‘hardi- 
ress in the west is now fully estap- 
lished and from their improvemsat, by 
selection and top grafting of she 
poorer sorts wit' ‘he belter kinds 
some useful fruit will'no doubt ba ob- 
tained ‘The prospects are still bright- 
er for future apple production “nere 
from the new crossbred sorts produ>- 
ed at Ottawa, which are much arger, 
and as far as they bave been testei 
most of them stem to be Lardy. 

Four methods of summer-fallowing 
were tried and the one found to be the 
most satistactory was to plaw 7 or 
8 inches deep befuce the last of Juue 
ani surfacj cultivatys curing the 
growing season. Fallows that fhlave 
been plowed for, the first time after 
tbc first of July have never giveo 
good resul‘s, and the plag too fra- 
quently followed of waiting ‘until 
weeds are full grown, and often fully 
ripe, and plowing uuslér with the idea 
that of ensiching the soil is « method 
that cannot pe too earnestly advised 
ageiast. After thie June rains are 
over no amvuuul of plawing can put 
mvisiure into the soli, and when the 
weeds are allowed to aftain to their 
full growth they draw the moisture 
from the ground aud plowing under 
weeds with their heads ripe, or nearly 
so, is adding to the myriads already 
in the soil and does not materially, en- 
rich the land. 


The various hedges on the farm did 
good service in protecting the craps 
from winds. It was foum4 by mea- 
surements that for every.‘ fodt: in 
heighi, 2 hedge protects from 50 to 


PERTAI: 14G TO GRAIN. 

During the few weeks a 
large number of samples of graia 
have been sent to the Central Ex- 
perimental farm at Oitawa, by 
farmers residing in different paris 
of Manitoba and _ the Northwest 
Territories, for the purpose of as- 
certaining their vitality or germim- 
ating power. The results of the 
tests hav? been communicated to 
the sendei:s, but it will go doubt  in- 
terest the public to know, ina gen- 
eral way, what the outcomes oi 
these tests have been. The tests of 
grain grown in Manitoba show: 

Wheai—Of this grain, 344 sam- 
ples have been tested, forwarded 
trom all parts of the province; 199 
of these have germinated in ‘the 
proportioa of from 90 to 100 per 
cent, and 82 from 80 to 90 per 
cent. There were 51 samples of 
which from 50 to 60 per cent ger- 
mizated, ani only i2 out of the 
whole number fell below 50 per 
cent. Of these latter, the lowest 
was 8 per ce 1; but the 12 averaged 
32 per cent.

Barley—Ot tuis grain 56 samples 
have been tested, 2 of which nave 
shown a vitality ot from 0 to 
i100 per cent, and 18 from 8U to 40 
per cent, ‘nere were 13 samples 
which ranged from 50 to 30 per 
cent, with an average of v3.5 per 
cent. Only 3 samples of bariey 
had les: tuan 50 per cent of yiiali- 
ty; the lowest of these. was 21 per 
cent, and the average 29 per 
cent. t f ‘ 
Ot the grain grown in the Northwest 
Territories the colldwing tests ire 
given; 

Wheat—The samples of 
received tor test from the 
west ‘lerritories numbered 
which 62 have shown from wy to 
100 per cent of vitality, and 20 
irom 80 to 90 percent. Of the 
others, 24 varied trom 50 to 80 per 
cent, the average being 67.7. per 
cent. Oaly 4 samples out of. ihe 
110 fell below, 50 per cent, the low- 
est of these was 39 per cent, and 
the average 44.5 per cent. 

Oats—Or oats, 158 samples 
in the Terriitorres bave been 
ed, 65 of which have ranged 
$0 to 100 per cent, 
80 to 90 per cent. 
4h samples which varied from 50 
to 80 per cént, the average of these 
being 68.4 per cent; and 4.5 sam- 
ples With a germinating power  be- 
low 50 per cent, the lowest of these 
having lost -all vitality; but the 
average of the 25 was 37.4. per 
cent. 

Barley—Of barley, only 11 sam- 
ples were received, 4 of which ger- 
miazated trom 90 per cent upwards, 
and 3 between 80 to 90 per cenr. 
There were 3 which ranged from 
50 to 80 per cent, with ap average 
of 61 per cent; while only 1 sam- 
ple fell below 50 per cent, this 
showing a vitality of 42 per cen:. 

it has been customary at the Ex- 
perimental farm to regard all sam- 
ples germinating from 80 per cent 
upwards as good grain for seed; 
Those whose symples ranged from 
50 to &G per cent are generally ad- 
vised, when using such grain for 
seed to sow an increased quantity, 
sufficient to make up fer the lack 
of vitality, and all samples falliog 
below 50 per cent are heldto de un- 
fit for seed purposes. 

From this standpoint, the  re- 
sults of these tests are very grae 
tityinmg. Of the 454 samples of 
wheat tested, representing all 
parts of the Northwest country, 
only 16 (scarcely 4 per cent) were 
unfit for seed. In oats, the re- 
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bui 8 cent of the whole. Of 
67 as of barley tested, 
4 sar were found unfit 
While the fact that there is a 
small proportioa of the North wes= 
rain crop of 1900 which is urfit 
‘or seed, should make the firmers 
careful to inquire into the vitality 
of untested seed, yet, when we 
consider the very unfavorable char- 
acter of the harvest weather !ast 
year, it seems marvellous that the 
grain all over the country should 
make so gooi a showing 4; to its 
germinating power.

PUBLIC HOSPITAL. 


The following is the report of the 
comm‘ -tee on ways and means of the 
public hospicel; 

They do not consider that a proper 
systematic canvas of the town-can be 
made by the directors personally. 

They recommend that a canvaser be 
employed upon terms ta be agreed’ by 
the board who shall be under the di- 
rectors of the board acting through 
its president. = 

A sub-committee to be supplied with 
official receipt books. Receipts +o be 
given for ail subscript’ons, however 
small, and to sta*: whether subscrip- 
tion be aanual or not. 

A monthly report to be handed: in 
before each reguiar meeting of the 
board. 

To notify the secretary of all yvom- 
plaints which may be made to him and 
names of those concerned. 

Your committee furiber recommend 
that an appeal be printed and issued 
through the mail and also published 
in the papers. 

That some definite effort be made 
te obtain in every setilemeni or vill- 
age which the hospital, serves, a duly 
accredited representative wha sball 
be authorized tu receive subscriptioas 
and give receipts for same, and who 
shall report regularly as the hoard 
may direct. 

They recommend that this matter of 
collecting funds be prosecuted with 
system and vigor aod be placed in the 
hands of two airectors to organize and 
carry out whatever scheme the board 
adopts, and that his be completed by 
the Ist day of May, so that appeals 
through the churches may be iaken 
advantage of.
